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History  of  Senior  Class 


LL  things  great  and  small  have  beginnings  and  thus  have  histories.  The 
Class  of  1925  has  as  long  if  not  a  longer  history  than  any  class  ever 
graduated  from  Mansfield  College.  As  a  very  small  thing  the  Class  of 
25  was  born  in  1913  when  the  four  Seniors,  known  to  you  as,  Ruth 
Lowrey,  Olive  Dean  Cowley,  Blanche  Edge,  and  Ruth  Fraser,  very  proua- 
ly  but  timidly  entered  the  walls  of  M.  F.  C.  to  be  taught  their  A  B  C’s. 
The  four  founders  of  the  illustrious  Senior  Class  progressed  rapidly  in 
the  lower  grades,  and  especially  well  under  Miss  Hoffman,  who  is  yet 
the  primary  teacher.  Soon  the  class  came  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  North,  to  whom  all 
the  class  members  are  indebted  for  the  fine  principles  as  well  as  good  training  which  she  has 
given  them.  Two  members  of  the  class,  Ruth  Lowrey  and  Blanche  Edge,  then  at  the  beginning 
of  the  grammar  grades,  were  temporarily  lost  until  they  completed  their  high  school  work. 

In  1921  the  class  was  organized,  with  Miss  Emma  Hooper  being  chosen  class  teacher  and 
Ruth  Fraser,  president.  The  class  remained  true  to  the  colors  of  the  college,  until  that  spring 
when  they  inherited  the  loved  pink  and  green  from  the  graduating  class  of  ’21. 

The  next  year  they  were  “Freshmen,”  and  very  “verdant”  ones  at  that,  for  in  a  class 
program  in  chapel  the  colors  pink  and  green  were  carried  out  and  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
by  the  audience  that  the  green  was  the  predominant  color. 


Adelaide  Peabody,  who  became  a  member  of  that  “bright  green”  class  of  Freshmen  two 
years  before,  was  elected  president.  Two  events  of  outstanding  importance  occurred  that  year, 
first  that  Bert  Pollock  and  Lucille  Womack  finding  themselves  green  also  came  to  join  ranks 
with  the  Freshmen;  second,  the  Freshies  entertained  with  a  memorable  buffet  luncheon  for 
the  Juniors,  the  sister  class. 

Nineteen  twenty-three  found  the  class,  Sophomores,  who,  as  Sophomores  usually  do,  thought 
themselves  just  a  little  wiser  and  more  important  than  anyone  else.  They  were  eagerly  looking 
forward  to  graduation  from  the  High  School  Department.  In  this  year  the  class  increased 
its  size  considerably,  by  the  advent  of  Mable  Edge,  Ruby  McDonald,  Elizabeth  Yarborough 
and  Ruth  Stephenson,  the  last  two  however  staying  only  one  year.  At  the  close  of  the  Sopho¬ 
more  year  many  important  events  occurred,  social  and  otherwise,  for  their  graduation  was  an 
inspiration  to  look  forward  to.  Several  parties  and  dinners  were  given  the  Sophomores  to 
commemorate  the  milestone  on  their  college  career.  The  class  was  also  asked  to  help  in  the 
entertainment  of  the  Junior-Senior  reception,  this  being  a  very  enjoyable  honor  placed  upon 
them.  Thus  the  Sophomore  year  closed  with  the  class  members  holding  diplomas  from  the 
High  School  Department  which  seemed  to  incite  ambition  for  another  one  to  be  received 
in  1925. 

The  next  fall  the  class  reassembled,  somewhat  awed  tO'  find  itself  really  in  college  and 
three  times  its  former  size,  for  from  the  Mansfield  High  School  girls  came  who  were  :  Bennie 
Mae  Drewitt,  Blanche  Edge,  Iva  Bilbray,  Etta  Dunbar,  Thelda  Power,  Lucille  Babin,  Mary 
E.  Guy,  Janice  Heard,  Ruth  Tatum  and  Thelma  Heard. 


From  other  High  Schools  came:  Elizabeth  Graves,  Leona  Erwin,  Pauline  Swann,  Mabel 
and  Ann  Butchee,  Maye  Price,  Ruth  Lowrey,  Nannie  Laurie  Grady  and  Doris  Freeman. 

The  class  organized  again  and  Miss  Hooper  was  kept  as  class  teacher  and  Ruth  Fraser 
elected  president  of  the  class.  The  other  class  officers  were:  Treasurer,  Bert  Pollock,  and 
Secretary,  Kathleen  Williams.  With  this  strong  “line-up,”  the  class  resolved  to  be  a  Junior 
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Class  that  would  go  down  on  the  records.  The  Juniors  were  always  first  to  respond  to  any 
of  the  student  activities,  and  took  a  leading  part  in  them.  In  the  contest  for  selling  “Aerials” 
last  year  the  Juniors  were  noted  among  the  ‘  best  sellers.”  A  lovely  entertainment  extended  to 
class  was  a  very  enjoyable  breakfast  in  the  woods  given  by  the  Freshmen  in  honor  of  the 
Junior  Class. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  the  Junior  activities  was  a  play  which  they  produced.  This 
play  will  always  be  remembered  with  delight  by  the  actors,  for  they  had  a  great  deal  of  fun 
trying  to  get  the  proper  effects  for  “Nancy”  as  poor  Mrs.  Whipple  who  was  distressed  over 
the  loss  of  her  parrot,  and  for  Mary  Evelle,  as  Mr.  Butternip,  who  suffered  painfully  from 

the  gout.  This  play  was  amusement,  but  with  a  purpose  for  it  swelled  the  finances  of  the  class 

so  as  to  enable  them  to  give  the  Seniors  a  reception  which,  they  have  been  told  by  many,  excelled 
any  functions  of  similar  nature  ever  given  in  the  halls  of  M.  F.  C. 

The  class  was  very  proud  in  the  fall  of  1924  to  take  the  seats  in  chapel  that  are  reserved 

for  the  “Seniors.”  The  school  year,  in  which  the  class  has  been  “the  Senior  Class,”  has  been 

one  of  combined  work  and  play.  Mrs.  lemp.elon,  so  dear  to  the  hearts  of  all  the  girls,  was 
unanimously  chosen  sponsor  for  the  class  this  year.  Janice  Heard  was  e.ected  president  of 
the  class,  Bennie  Mae  Drewitt,  vice-president ;  Thelda  Power,  secretary,  and  Bert  Pollock, 
treasurer.  Two  new  girls  came  to  join  the  class  this  year,  Gladys  Perry  and  Helen  Coney. 
The  Senior  Class,  who  sponsors  the  “Collegian,”  has  been  very  active  this  year,  and  the  paper 
has  been  greatly  improved,  with  the  ever  ready  and  helpful  advice  of  Miss  Ruxton,  the  English 
teacher.  In  the  social  way  the  Seniors  have  had  plenty  to  do  all  the  year.  In  the  fall  the  social 
activities  began  with  a  delightful  “Kid  Party”  in  which  the  Seniors  laid  aside  their  newly 
acquired  dignity,  and  had  a  good  time  as  “beginners.”  They  have  enjoyed  many  lovely  enter¬ 
tainments  during  the  year,  and  now  that  commencement  is  drawing  near,  the  Seniors  will  be 
very  busy  with  their  farewell  parties.  In  spite  of  the  fun  and  jolly  crowd  at  these  gather¬ 
ings,  there  is  something  of  regret,  for  Graduation  means  the  class  has  done  its  work,  and  its 
activities  will  soon  be  history. 

Their  stay  at  dear  old  M.  F.  C.  seems  to  have  passed  too  hurriedly.  They  sometimes  wish 
that  they  could  live  again  the  past  years  spent  here.  The  memory  of  those  things  that  once 
seemed  drudgery  is  the  fondest  of  pleasures  now.  The  Seniors  can  only  hope  that  all  life’s 
journey  will  be  as  smooth  traveling  as  that  portion  over  which  they  have  just  traveled.  They 
will  always  look  back  upon  the  days  spent  within  these  walls  as  the  happiest  ones  of  their  lives, 
and  hope  that  they  may  live  to  bring  honor  and  glory  to  the  grand  old  institution  to  which 
they  owe  so  much.

GATHER  IN  MANSFIELD  FOR 
EPOCHAL  CEREMONY  TODAY

Mansfield,  April  7. — Visitors  are 
pouring  into  this  town  for  the  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  sixty-first  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  Battle  of  Mansfield, 
which  was  fought  near  here  April  8, 
1864.  Ceremonies  will  include  a  pa¬ 
rade  in  the  morning,  a  basket  dinner 
on  the  courthouse  square  at  noon  and 
the  unveiling  of  monuments  to  Prince 
Camile  de  Polignac  and  General  Dick 
Taylor  at  the  battlefield  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  when  Gov.  Henry  L.  Fuqua  will 
deliver  an  address  and  other  promi¬ 
nent  persons  will  be  in  attendance. 

Since  Monday  the  state  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  U.  D.  C.  has  been  in  con¬ 
vention  here  and  will  close  their 
meeting  Wednesday. 

Princess  Camile  de  Polignac,  wid¬ 
ow  of  the  “Lafayette  of  the  South,” 
who  won  his  commission  as  major 
general  of  the  Confederate  army  in 
the  Battle  of  Mansfield,  and  his  son, 
Prince  Victor  Mansfield  Polignac,  are 
here  for  the  unveiling  of  the  monu¬ 
ment.  Prince  Victor  made  an  address 
before  the  night  session  of  the  U.  D. 
C.  Tuesday. 

Tuesday’s  program  of  the  U.  D.  C. 
convention  was  featured  with  the  me¬ 
morial  hour  services,  presided  over 
by  Mrs.  Fred  C.  Kolman.  The  pro¬ 
gram  included  musical  selections,  the 
reading  of  the  names  of  deceased 
members,  placing  of  wreaths  in 
memory  of  the  deceased  and  special 
memorials.

HUNDREDS  WITNESS  UNVEIL¬ 
ING  OF  MONUMENTS  TO  POL¬ 
IGNAC  AND  TAYLOR  ON 
BATTLE  SITE 

Son  of  French  Prince  and  Grandson 
of  Louisiana  General  Unveil 
Monuments.

Mansfield,  La.,  April  8. — The  bat¬ 
tle  of  Mansfield  fought  sixty-one 
years  ago  today  between  Federal  and 
Confederate  forces  just  outside  this 
town,  memory  of  which  today  is  be¬ 
ing  celebrated  with  the  unveiling  of 
monuments  to  the  memory  of  General 
Dick  Taylor,  son  of  President  Zach¬ 
ary  Taylor,  and  a  native  Louisianian, 
and  of  Prince  Camile  de  Polignac, 
the  noble  Frenchman,  who  left  his 
native  shores  to  share  in  the  fortunes 
of  the  Confederacy,  was  one  of  the 
most  dashing  victories  attained  by 
Confederate  army  during  the  war  be¬ 
tween  the  states.

Mansfield,  La.,  April  8.— The  glori¬ 
ous  tri-color  of  France  mingled  with 
the  Stars  and  Bars  of  the  Confed¬ 
eracy  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes  to¬ 
day  as  the  hearts  of  hundreds  of  citi¬ 
zens  reached  back  over  a  period  of  61 
years  to  the  day  when  9,000  Confed¬ 
erate  troops  threw  back  three  times 
their  number  of  Federals  in  the  Bat¬ 
tle  of  Mansfield,  as  monuments  were 
unveiled  here  this  afternoon  to  Prince 
Camile  de  Polignac,  “the  LaFayette 
of  the  South,”  and  to  General  Dick 
Taylor,  brother-in-law  of  Jefferson 
Davis,  the  outstanding  heroes  of  that 


sanguinary  engagement. 

Amid  the  hush  of  the  hundreds  of 
spectators  who  were  present  for  the 
unveiling,  Prince  Victor  Mansfield 
Polignac,  son  of  the  gallant  French 
man,  pulled  the  cord  that  unveiled 
the  granite  slab  to  the  memory  of 
Prince  Polignac.  A  few  moments 
later  Dick  Taylor  Stauffer,  grand¬ 
son  of  General  Taylor,  unveiled  the 
monument  to  his  illustrous  grandsire, 
who  commanded  the  Confederate 
forces  at  the  battle.  Scores  of  school 
children  from  all  parts  of  DeSoto 
parish  attended  the  ceremony,  thei  day 
being  a  parish-wide  school  holiday. 

The  Prince  delivered  a  brief  address 
at  the  unveiling.  He  was  introduced 
by  H.  L.  Bell.  Following  an  address 
by  Joseph  B.  Elam,  in  which  he  paid 
a  glowing  tribute  to  the  soldiers  of 
the  Gray,  wreaths  and  flowers  were 
placed  on  the  two  monuments. 

Governor  Henry  L.  Fuqua,  who 
was  to  have  delivered  an  address 
was  prevented  from  attending  the 
ceremonies  because  of  pressing  ad¬ 
ministrative  matters. 

Mrs.  Florence  C.  Thompkins,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Louisiana  division,  United 
Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  intro¬ 
duced  Miss  Mary  B.  Poppenheim,  past 
president  general  of  the  U.  D.  C.,  who 
delivered  an  address. 

Preceding  the  unveiling  of  the 
Taylor  Monument,  Mrs.  Thompkins 
delivered  an  euology  to  General  Tay¬ 
lor  and  to  Prince  Polignac. 

Princess  Polignac,  widow  of  the 
gallant  General  Polignac  who  took 
charge  of  Confederate  forces  at  the 
battle  of  Mansfield  when  General 
Mouton  fell  mortally  wounded,  lead¬ 
ing  the  forces  in  Gray  to  victory,  as 
well  as  Prince  Victor  Mansfield  Pol¬ 
ignac,  son  of  the  general  named  for 
the  battle,  were  present,  having  come 
from  Paris,  France,  to  attend  the 
ceremony  in  honor  of  husband  and 
father. 
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ADDRESS  OF  PRINCE  VICTOR 
MANSFIELD  de  POLIGNAC 


At  the  Unveiling  of  the  Monument  to 
His  Illustrious  Father.

Mansfield,  La.,  April  8. 

Prince  Polignac  said : 

“It  is  with  the  deepest  emotion  that 
my  mother  and  I  have  listened  to  the 
eloquent  words  that  have  just  been 
spoken,  and  the  splendid  tribute  of 
honor  you  have  paid  to  my  father, 
General  de  Polignac,  touches  us  most 
deeply. 

“We  wish  to  express  our  profound 
gratiaude  to  Miss  Mary  B.  Poppen- 
heim  and  to  the  ladies  of  the  Louis¬ 
iana  committee,  Major  General  de 
Polignac  monument ;  Mrs.  Peter 
Youree,  Mrs.  Charles  Granger,  Miss 
Doriska  Gautreaux,  Mrs.  Arthur 
Weber,  Mrs.  S.  A.  Pegues,  Mrs.  F.  C. 
Thompkins  and  Mrs.  F.  C.  Kolman, 
our  chairman.  Thanks  to  their  un¬ 
failing  efforts,  the  success  of  this 
monument  is  due,  to  them  we  owe  the 
intense  pleasure  of  being  with  you 
here  today  for  this  unveiling. 

“It  is  with  pride  we  see  it  erected 
here  a  lasting  memorial  of  true  friend¬ 
ship  and  comradship  in  arms,  a  tes¬ 
timony  that,  though  frontiers  and 
oceans  may  separate  us,  hearts  in 
France  and  America  beat  in  unison 
again  and  again  in  history,  and  men 
of  the  same  mettle  unite  to  fight  for 
common  ideals  for  the  triumph  of  the 
same  asiprations  far  dearer  to  them 
than  ease,  comfort  and  even  life.  And 
as  we  commenorate  here  today  the 
battle  of  the  8th  of  April,  1864,  where 
thanks  to  the  heroism  of  the  boys  in 
gray,  the  military  genius  of  Gen. 
Dick  Taylor,  stemmed  the  ever  on 
flowing  tide  of  the  Federal’s  advance, 
must  not  our  first  thoughts  be  for 
those  who  fell  for  the  liberation  of 
Western  Louisiana?  Can  we  forget 
that  close  to  this  very  spot  a  brave 
officer,  a  courteous,  refined  gentle¬ 
man,  a  noble  general,  possessing  the 
full  confidence  of  Geeral  Taylor, 
lost  his  life  in  one  glorious  charge  at 
the  head  of  his  troops?  I  speak  of 
Gen.  Alfred  Mouton,  the  gallant 
Louisianians’  idolized  chieftain. 

“General  Taylor  speaks  of  him 
thus:  'He  had  joined  me  soon  after 
I  reached  Western  Louisiana,  and 
had  ever  proved  faithful,  to  duty, 
modest,  unselfish,  patriotic,  he  showed 
best  in  action  always  leading  his 
men.’ 

“Can  we  forget  that  the  news  of 
his  death  drew  scalding  tears  from 
his  brave  soldiers’  eyes  and  that 
these  lion-hearted  men  threw  them¬ 
selves  in  wild  grief  on  this  very 
ground?  They  rose  to  avenge  their 
chief,  and,  led  by  General  de  Polig¬ 
nac,  charged  the  enemy  with  ‘Mou¬ 
ton’  as  their  battle  cry !  We  read 


in  the  report  of  the  battle  that  ‘de¬ 
spite  the  heavy  losses,  the  division 
never  halted  nor  even  fell  into  con¬ 
fusion,  but,  under  the  gallant  Polig¬ 
nac,  pressed  stubbornly  on.’ 

“Often  as  children  can  we  recall 
my  father  telling  us  of  this  victo¬ 
rious  charge,  when  at  the  head  of 
the  glorious  Louisiana  brigade,  and 
of  his  own  splendid  Texas  brigade, 
he  cleared  a  fence  and  charged  the 
enemy,  whose  lines  were  swept  away 
as  soon  as  they  were  formed.  Vic¬ 
tory  crowned  their  efforts,  for  five 
miles  the  enemy  was  driven  rapidly 
and  steadily ! 

“‘Nothing,’  says  Taylor,  ‘could  ar¬ 
rest  the  ardor  of  our  troops.  Green, 
Polignac,  Major,  Bagby,  on  the  left 
Walker,  Bee  Scurry,  on  our  right 
swept  all  before  them !’ 

‘But  not  only  on  the  fields  of  bat¬ 
tle  did  General  de  Polignac  defend 
the  cause  of  the  South.  Twice  in 
France  in  the  beginning  of  1865,  in 
audiences  with  Emperor  Napoleon 
III  did  he  seek  recognition  for  the 
Confederate  States,  having  been 
granted  six  months’  leave  of  absence 
by  Gen.  Kirby  Smith  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  But  almost  immediately  came 


the  news  of  General  Lee’s  surrender, 
9th  of  April,  1865,  followed  six  weeks 
later  by  that  of  the  trans-Mississippi 
department,  the  last  of  the  Confed¬ 
erate  armies  to  surrender. 

“Many  a  time,  also,  with  his  pen 
did  he  tell  of  his  love  for  the  South 
and  the  reasons  that  impelled  hin 
to  do  battle  for  its  cause.  It  was 
for  the  triumph  of  a  cause  which 
represented  the  upholding  of  char¬ 
tered  rights  and  liberty  of  self- 


government  that  on  some  breezy  morn 
Prince  Camille  de  Polignac  embarked 
a  slow  sailing  vessel  and  crossed  the 
Atlantic  to  offer  his  sword,  the  sword 
of  a  French  officer,  and  the  experience 
he  had  gained  in  the  Crimean  war,  to 
the  general  staff  of  the  Confederate 
States  army  in  Richmond. 

“It  was  also  for  the  triumph  of 
liberty  and  justice  that  your  sons, 
the  sons  of  America,  in  thousands  of 
crossed  the  treacherous  seas,  to  bring 
help  to  France  in  her  late  and  press¬ 
ing  need.  Had  my  father  been  alive 
then,  when  the  American  legions  land¬ 
ed  in  France,  he  would  have  recogniz¬ 
ed  his  dashing  Texas  boys  and  the 
gallant  Louisianians  whom  in  olden 
days  he  had  the  honor  of  leading  to 
battle.  For  of  the  state  of  Louisiana 
alone  2169  dead  and  wounded  testify 
to  the  spirit  which  animated  these 
brave  men.  And  34,249  graves  in 
France  bear  witness  to'  the  generosity 
and  self-sacrifice  of  the  sons  of 
America.  One  common  incentive  was 
theirs :  the  chivalrous  desire  to  help 
the  weak  against  the  strong,  to  give 
their  strength  and  their  life  for  a 
noble  and  just  cause. 

“As  our  thoughts  linger  with  the 
heroes  of  the  past  and  present  days, 
let  us  call  to  mind  words  of  the 
great  leader,  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee : 
‘We  mourn  the  loss  of  our  gallant 
dead  in  every  conflict,  yet  our  grat¬ 
itude  to  Almighty  God  for  His  mer¬ 
cies  rises  higher  and  higher  each 
day ;  to  Him  and  to  the  valor  of  our 
troops  a  nation’s  gratitude  is  due.’  ”

A  de¬ 
licious  fruit  punch,  donated  by  the 
DeSoto  Departmental  Club,  was  serv¬ 
ed  by  Misses  Margaret  and  Helen 
Saunders,  Louise  and  Margaret  Na¬ 
bors,  Agnes  Learning  and  Allie  Law¬ 
rence. 

The  Kiwanis  Club  whose  record 
for  entertaining  is  par  excellent,  ad¬ 
ded  another  laurel  to  their  crown, 
Tuesday  night  when  they  entertained 
the  wives  of  the  members  and  the 
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delegates  to  the  State  U.  D.  C.  Con¬ 
vention  in  honor  of  Marguerite, 
Princess  de  Polignac,  Victor  Mans¬ 
field  Prince  de  Polignac  of  Paris, 
France,  and  Mr.  Walter  Stauffer  of 
New  Orleans  at  a  five-course  dinner 
in  the  dining  hall  of  the  Mansfield 
Female  College.  The  banquet  tables, 
which  extended  along  three  sides  of 
this  commodious  room  was  centered 
with  beautiful  clusters  of  roses  of 
various  hues  and  the  U.  D.  C.  colors 
of  red  and  white  festooned  the  en¬ 
tire  ceiling  of  the  dining  hall  and 
entwined  the  stately  pillars.  Mr.  C. 
R.  Law,  president  of  the  Club,  was 
toastmaster  of  the  occasion,  and  an 
interesting  program  and  delicious 
menu,  the  latter  being  elegantly  pre¬ 
pared  and  perfectly  served  by  Mrs. 
W.  J..  Sharp  and  several  of  the  col¬ 
lege  girls  who  were  attired  in  white 
with  large  red  ties,  was  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  the  guest  company. 


In  her  address  today  Mrs.  Thomp- 
kins  said  : 

“Today  we  stand  on  holy  ground. 
Ground  consecrated  by  the  tread  of 
men  who  fought  for  an  undying- 
principle  ;  a  principle  planted  in  the 
hearts  of  men  by  God  himself.  The 
doctrine  of  state  rights.  The  right 
of  the  individual  common-wealths  to 
govern  itself  without  interference 
from  its  mightier  neighbor. 

“State’s  rights,  the  principle  un¬ 
derlying  the  foundation  of  the  thir¬ 
teen  colonies ;  the  principle  embodied 
in  every  Jeffersonian  document;  the 
principle  to  which  our  great  southern 
democratic  president,  Woodrow  Wil¬ 
son,  dedicated  himself ;  a  principle 
which  he  fain  would  have  carried  into 
the  remotest  corners  of  the  earth ; 
the  principle  on  which  was  founded 
that  eternal  truth  the  Confederate 
States  of  America. 

“Not  for  fame  or  reward;  not  for 
place  or  for  rank ;  not  lured  by  am¬ 
bition  or  goaded  by  necessity,  but  in 
simple  obedience  to  duty  as  they  saw 
it — and  in  obedience  to  the  God-given 
principle  of  state  rights,  these  men 


suffered  all,  endured  all,  dared  all 
and  died  ! 

“General  de  Polignac,  the  Lafay¬ 
ette  of  the  South,  in  the  hour  of 
America’s  extremest  peril  and  direst 
need,  LaFayette,  the  great  French¬ 
man,  in  these  simple  soulful  words, 
‘I  am  here!’  laid  his  name,  his  fortune 
and  his  life  at  our  feet.  So,  today, 
we  lift  the  veil  from  the  face  of  an 
other  great  Frenchman,  Camille  de 
Polignac,  who,  like  his  honored  com¬ 
patriot,  drew  his  swored  in  defense  of 
the  great  and  immortal  principle,  the 
right  of  the  smaller  nation  to  govern 
itself.  Today,  what  memories  come 
crowding  in  upon  us  as  we  unveil  the 
face  of  the  man  we  met  to  honor ! 
France,  our  beloved,  we  salute  you  in 
the  name  of  De  Polignac,  the  im¬ 
mortal  !  And  we  welcome  to  our 
midst  Madame  la  Princess  de  Po¬ 
lignac — a  woman  upon  whom  you 
conferred  the  highest  honor  that  man 
can  bestow,  and  we  extend  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  to  you.  Monsieur 
Victor  Mansfield  de  Polignac;  you, 
the  distinguished  son  of  an  illustrous 
father. 

France,  we  salute  you.  Vive  la 
France ! 

“General  Dick  Taylor.” 

It  is  peculiarly  fitting  that  here, 
where  these  two  great  men  served 
together,  one  the  general  command¬ 
ing — the  other  his  chief  of  staff — 
we  should  unveil  to  the  world  monu¬ 
ments  commemorating  their  deeds  of 
valor ;  and  here  fell  General  Alfred 
Mouton,  whose  monuments  stand  in 
his  home,  Lafayette,  La.,  there  me¬ 
morializing  his  noble  deeds — his  death 
on  the  field  of  honor. 

Turn  we  now  to  the  great  Amer¬ 
ican,  Dick  Taylor,  of  Kentucky  and 
Louisiana,  the  only  son  of  Zachery 
Taylor — honor  gratuate  of  Yale,  1845. 
His  sister,  Sarah  Knox  Taylor,  was 
the  first  wife  of  our  beloved  presi¬ 
dent,  Jefferson  Davis. 

Of  distinguished  lineage,  he  bore 
within  himself  that  pride  of  race 
which  besopke  the  Southern  gentle¬ 
man.  When  the  South  seceded,  Gen¬ 


eral  Taylor  cast  his  lot  with  his  native 
country,  and  entered  the  war  as  col¬ 
onel  of  the  ninth  Louisiana  regiment. 
Assigned  to  the  Virginia  command, 
he  so  distinguished  himself  that  Stone¬ 
wall  Jackson  recommended  him  for 
promotion.  After  two  years  of  nota¬ 
ble  service,  he  was  sent  as  Major 
General  to  Louisiana ;  there,  in  the 
Red  River  Campaign  against  Banks, 
he  covered  himself  and  his  troops 
with  glory.  With  de  Polignac  and 
Mouton  he  won  victories  at  Pleasant 
Hill  and  here  at  Mansfield. 

Again  promoted,  he  as  Lieutenant 
general,  in  Meridian  surrendered  the 
last  of  his  Confederate  troops. 

General  Dick  Taylor,  great  soldier 
of  the  Confederate  states,  we  salute 
you ! 

Returning  to  New  Orleans  he  be¬ 
came  prominent  in  the  life  of  that 
city ;  he  was  president  of  the  Boston 
Club,  New  Orleans,  and  in  New  York 
was  confidential  adviser  to  Samuel  J. 
Tilden. 

Known  and  famous  in  two  conti¬ 
nents,  he  was  the  guest  at  Bucking¬ 
ham  Palace  of  the — then  Prince  of 
Wales,  afterwards  Edward  VII  of 
England.  His  book  ‘Destruction  and 
Reconstruction”  gives  an  intimate  per¬ 
sonal  description  of  the  campaign  in 
the  Red  River — and  the  Shenandoah 
Valley.  He  died  in  New  York  in 
1879.  Thus  passed  from  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  life,  the  distinguished  Louis¬ 
ianian  General  Dick  Taylor — the 
scholar,  the  statesman,  and  the  hero 
of  many  battles. 

Today,  we  of  the  Louisiana  Divis¬ 
ion,  United  Daughters  of  the  Confed 
eracy,  are  proud  to  unite  with  his 
loyal  daughters,  Mrs.  Betty  Taylor 
Stauffer,  and  Mrs.  Myrtle  Taylor 
Stauffer,  who  give  to  Mansfield  this 
memorial  in  honor  of  their  eminent 
father  General  Dick  Taylor. 

General  Taylor  was  a  Louisianian, 
General  Taylor  was  a  great  Confed¬ 
erate  soldier !  but  above  and  beyond 
all,  he  was  a  great  American.  Amer¬ 
ica,  in  the  name  of  this  great  Louis¬ 
ianian,  America  we  salute  you !
